ing the whole fabric of Christianity, and usurping 
tives of the King of heaven. 

‘To enrich these ghostly tyrants, & prive on «

mother, or wife ; a pardon might be procured from 
the apostolic chancery for crimes which all civil- 


ized nations punish with death. The discourses 
of the clergy were little else than fictitious re- 
ports of miracles and prodigies, inspired fable, 
wretched quibbles, and illiterate jargon, to deceive 
the multitude. The authority of the holy moth- 
er church, the obligation of obedience to her de- 
cisions, the virtues and merits of the sainits, the 
dignity and glory of the blessed Virgin, the effi- 
cacy of relics, the utility of indulgences, and the 
burnings of purgatory, were the subjects on which 
the clergy descanted. By the most unliallowed 
devices, immense sums of money were extorted 
from the people,—thousands of millions of pounds, 
the greatest part of which was employed for the 
purposes of devastation and carnage, of luxury 
and debauchery, and for tyranizing over the peo- 
ple. The Pope’s present revenues, as a temporal 
prince, have been calculated to amount to at least 
£1,000,000 sterling. ‘The monks and clergy at 
the people’s devotion, are not less than two mil- 
lions of persons, dispersed every where to promote 
the interest of that church. The archbishop of 
Toledo, in Spain, has a revenue of not less than 
£90,000 sterling annually. The patriarch of Lis- 
bon, £30,000. The patriarchal church above 
£114,000. The Pope’s nephews. have received 
from the year 1500 to 1836, not less than two 
hundred million of pounds sterling. ‘The mind of 
a reflecting Christian is almost overwhelmed at 
the thought that such sacrilegious enormities 
should have been so long permitted to continue 
under the moral government of God! 
~~ Family Religion. 

The worship of God in the family is a reason- 
able service. If there be any who doubt this, 
their reasons are to me utterly beyond conjecture.

oughly understand the Shilosophty of the human 
mind and the powers of the material world, is im- 
possible to tell. However long and deep the in- 
vestigation, however near to perfectibility progres- 
sive science may arrive, much must still remain 
as the unsearchable things of Gop. Omnipotence 
and omniscience are the unattainable perfections 
of the Eternal mind. We are ready to acknowl. 
edge that advances have been made in the science 
of mind and matter; the maladies of the one and 
the diseases of other have received a new and 
more thorough investigation ; preventives and rem- 
edies have been accumulating, and have received 
the highest human approbation. But no one can 
say to disease and death, “ hitherto shalt thou come 
and no further.” ° . ° 
Among the many evils which divine providence 
in his inscrutable wisdom has permitted to afflict 
mankind, that of mental derangement holds a 
terrific place.

compassionate Jesus, the miraculous physician of

This great calamity happeneth to rich and poor 
—to the wise and foolish—to the righteous and to 
the wicked, and ought to improve us to purposes 
of patience to the distressed objects—resignation 
to the will of heaven, and above all, to devout 
titude for our rational faculties, in comparison 
to which, worldly honors are lighter than a fea- 


ther.

It is by the preaching of the Gospel that sinners are | 
made to believe.

1. Resolved, That we regard it the duty of the Baptist 
churches in this state to afford aid to all their young breth- 
ren who give evidence that they are called of God to the 
work of the Gospel Ministry, aad who are in circumstan. 
ces of indigence, 

2. Resolved, That brethren J. S. Eaton, H. Wooster 
and A. Day be a committee to address a Circutar to the 
churches, setting forth the wants of the Education Society. 


In discharging the duties of their appointment, the above 
named commitiee have ascertained that not more than 
three or four candidates for the ministry, belonging to this 
State, are now enjoying the patronage of other Societies.—

We make a brief abstract of what may be considered 
the most important parts of it. The message was deliver- 
ed as usual, by the Governor in person. 

The first subject of general interest, which is examined 
at length in the message, is the question of a Protective 
Tariff, The Governor thinks the policy of England and 
France is settled on this subject, and that the same policy 
should be pursued in this country, in reference to the man. 
ufacturing interests. 

The policy of a protective tariff isso much affected by 
considerations, growing out of another interest, that I trust 
I shall not be accused of asperity towards the south, or of 
officious interference in their concerns, by expressing the 
opinion that free labor throughout this natien, and especial]. 
ly the manufacturing portions of it, is interested in the nu- 
merous and powerful influences of slavery. But that I may 
not be misapprehended, let me observe, that, in the gov. 
ernment, we should not depart from the constitution of the 
United States, the supreme political law of the land, which 
we have sworn anew, this day, to observe and maintain. [| | 
would give to this bond of our glorious Union a hearty and 
vigorous support, in its several provisions, as the wisest and 
best compact which could at the time, or could now, be ob.

We evidently cannot understand by the “ creat. | 
ure” the renewed soul, the new creature mentioned in 
2 Cor.5: 417. Gal. 5: 1. 

Nor can we apply the term to the human -race, or | 
the heathen world. The glory of which the apostle 
speaks, is represented as a privilege pecuhar to those 
who are led by the Spirit, and one which they are 
destined to enjoy solely in consequence of their pre- 
sent relation te God as his children. Nor does the| 
“creature” denote the malerial untverse, the trant- 
male creation. Its individuality, its sensitiveness, its | 
bondage, its corruption, its deliverance, its final des- | 
tiny, are all inconsistent with such a supposition. | 

Is there, then, any object within the range of our | 
knowledge in which the necessary conditions of the | 
“ creature” are fulfilled? Such an object, we think, | 
is the animal part of the human constitution—the 
body, that is, as the term is here used, the body of 
the Christian, regarded as the sulyect of instinct and | 
sensation. ‘To maintain this interpretation, it is sim- | 
ply necessary to show that the propvsed application 
of the term is natural and authorized, and that it | 
meets the exigencies of the passage. 

Il. Is this sense of the term natural and authoriz- 
ed! It is common both with sacred and profane 
writere to distinguish the animal from the spiritual | 
part of man, and to speak of them as distinct. 2 Cor. | 
4: 16; 5: 1. The body together with the sensa- | 
tions, appetites, and instincts, which are commonly 
regarded and represented as belonging to it, thus 
distinguished from the spiritual and immortal part, 
may very fitly be styled the creature, the mere creat-

Il. Do the exigencies of the passage require or | 
sustain this sense of the term! In investigating this 
point it will be necessary, of course, to examine the 
connexion and general unport of the passage under 
consideration. , | 

In verses 10 and 11, the apostle assures his breth- | 
ren that even their bodies, though doomed to death | 
because of sin, shall be quickened,—restored to gat 
and immortality, by virtue of the resurrection of 
Christ and the indwelling of the Spirit. This 
thought having been illustrated and confirmed in the 
Succeeding verses, the apostle, in verse 18th, ex- 
claims, “ For I reckon that the sufferings of the pre- 
sent time are of no weight in comparison with the 
glory which is to be manifested upon us.” This 
sentiment he wishes deeply to impress on the minds 
of his brethren. He is anxious to satisfy them that, | 
tlthough in a suffering condition, they are destined | 
to attain to those glorious privileges which, as the 
children of God, they had been encouraged to ex- 
pect. This he endeavors to do by showing them 
—_— 


* It may not be amiss here to remark that the expression 
"ranslated the whole creation,” is rendered in Mark 16: 
15, Col. 1: 23, “every creature.” As here used, it seems 
‘0 denote the whole cvmmunity of objects to which “ the 
Heature” of which the apostle speaks, belongs. 


But hope that is seen is not hope: for what a man 
seeth, why doth he yet hope for? But if we hope 
for what we see not, then do we with patience wait 
for it.” 

In the succeeding verse reference is made to the 
office and work of the Spirit, the very Agent by 
whose influence the Christian is assured of his adop- 
tion and glorious destiny, to show that he is still 
compassed with infirmity, and that he has not yet 
been brought into the full liberty ef éhildren. 

The passage, as thus explained, is invested with 
a peculiar interest, and furnishes occasion for sever- 
al valuable suggestions. 

1. We see in the light of the passage, the impor- 
tance and influence of Christian hope as a means of 
support and encouragement in seasons of affliction | 
and trial. 

2. We eee that the very afflictions of the Chris- 
tian may be regarded as a source of censolation. 
They furnish conclusive evidence of his future exal- 
tation and glory. 

3. We see that the moral and religious character 


| of men cannot be determined by the dealings of God’ 


with them in this world; and consequently, that the | 
sentiment that every man is punished in proportion | 
to his deserts as he passes along through life, is as| 
unscrip!ural as it is unreasonable and pernicious, 

4. We see that the righteous and the wicked shall | 
be treated according to their works in a future state, 
—that while those who are now led by the Spirit | 
shall then realize their “ manifestation” as the sons | 
of Gud, those who “ live after the flesh” shall meet 
with an opposite doom. 


* The expressions “ even we ourselves,” and ** even we 
ourselves groan within ourselves,” we suppose, were de. 
signed to distinguish Christians not so much from men in 
general, as from their own animal nature. This supposi- 
tion, indeed, is, we think, the only satisfactory explanation 
of this peculiarly emphatic repetition.

ing for the last year yielding a sum exceeding $8,000. to the 25th of March. 


Whether any, and if any, what alterations are called for in 
the system of work hitherto adopted, to meet the complaints 
and remove the injuries suffered by worthy mechanics, I 
submit to your careful and attentive consideration. 

Our militia, a respectable and well organized body of for- 
ty thousand men, the powerful arm of national defence, 
vave a claim on your attention to their interest and wishes. 
They will not suffer, by comparison with the militia of any 
other State, whether we consider their appearance and 
organization, or the excellence, ambition and efforts 
of their officers. As in the revolutionary struggle, they 
were pronounced equal to any troops in service, so I doubt 
not, they would, at this day, sustain, on an emergency, an 
equally distinguished reputation. 

By a late statute of Congress, it is provided, that in any 
State where imprisonment for debt is abolished, there shall 
be alike freedom from imprisonment, of process issuing 
out of the courts of the United States held within such State. 
As the statute of Connecticut passed in 1833, does not in- 
clude in its provisions persons who are not living in this 
State, it is obvious, such persons cannot derive any benefit 
from the act of Congres, whenever they are arrested here. 
I do not, myself, perceive any reason for restricting freedom 
from imprisonment, to persons who actually reside in Con- 
necticut, provided persons from other States who happen 
to be arrested here, are in other respects, qualified to take 
the vath provided by law. I would therefore suggest for 
consideration, the propriety of extending the provisions of | 
the statute of 1838, to all poor debtors irrespective of their 
place of domicil. I am net aware that any new provisions 
are called for in behalf of our own inhabitants, because, by 
the law, as it now exists, any poor debtor, not guilty of fraud, | 
can, at the time of his arrest, on mesne process, or at the 
return of said process to the court where judgement is to be 
obtained, or ifhe will notimprove these opportunities can, 
when arrested on final process, take the poor debtor’s oath, 
in the last case, giving four days notice, The statute en. 
tirely abolishes imprisonment for debt, for honest debtors, 
who live in the State, requiring only an immediate oath by 
the debtor that he is poor, which is as slight and humane a 
test of pecuniary inability and integrity as ean be desired, 
consistent with the continuance of any test whatever. 

By reference to an amendment of the State constitu- 
tion, which was adopted in 1828, it appears, that so often 
as a new census of the United States is taken, the Assem- 
bly is authorized to make alterations in the senatorial dis- 
tricts which may be found necessary to preserve a proper 
equality in their representation. A new census of the peo- 
ple of Connecticut, has been completed, and you will there- 
fore examine and see if any alterations are called tor in the 
districts. 

The last Assembly directed that information be obtained 
as to the number and condition of all the insane persons in 
the State. Fifty three towns only have made returns to 
the circular, which was sent them by the Secretary of 
State. From the returns made so far asI can judge, the 
number of insane poor, now supported at public expense 
who would be likely to take the benefit of a State institu. 
tion, is somewhat less than has been generally supposed.— 
You will have the subject before you and will dispose of it 
according to your better judgment. It merits careful at- 
tention. 

The State has generously made provision for the instruc- 
tion of its deaf mutes, at the American Asylum in this city. 
I take this oceasion to say, in order that more publicity may 
be given to the fact, that the number of beneficiaries may 
be increased upon the present appropriation. Thirty-five 
persons can be received, whereas there are now but eight- 
een in the institution at the expense of the State, leaving 
several hundred dollars out of the twenty-five hundred in 
the treasury. Nor is the one thousand dollars annually ap- 
propriated for the instruction of the blind at the school of 
Dr. Howe, in Boston, fully expended. If there be, and I
